The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claim 9 clarify the method of making artificial dental bridges with non-obvious features of 
"prior to carrying out any heat treatment" and right after applying the suspension of 
glass material "then carrying out a one step heat treatment" that results in a single heat 
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treatment step to make artificial dental bridges; therefore the invention is distinguished 
from the cited prior arts.
